Yet he appears to have accomplished much that, in its way, entitles him to 
considerably more claim to fame than the man who 
commanded on a stricken field of his own making 
It was in Scotland that Wade earned his claim to 
renown, and then not exactly by the sword.

“Had you seen these roads before they were made, | 
you would lift up your hands and bless General 
Wade.” The only commendation we can give to the 
budding Shakespeare who wrote those lines is that 
he told the truth.
